JAILED BY G-MEN 


Hoover Declares Gang Is 
Broken Up With Raids 
Made on Alabama Dives. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(UP) 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
tonight sannounced that a white 
slavery ring had been smashed 
with arrests at Anniston, Ala., and 
Detroit, Mich. 

Those arrested, Hoover said, 
were Major Wesley Carroll, 36; 
his brother, Jess, 38; a cousin, Joe 
Carroll, 36; Paulette Owens, 19. 
William Hoppe, 27, is still being 
sougnht by federal agents. Evelyn 
Hoppe, 26, sister of William, was 
arrested in Detroit, Hoover said. 

All arrests were made by agents 
of the bureau. 

They face charges of violating 
the white slavery act, Hoover said. 
The charges, he revealed, were 
filed February 1 at Birmingham, 
and allege that the group con- 
spired to transport three young 
women from North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas “for purposes 
of prostitution” at the “Wagon 
Wheel,” night club, near Anniston. 

Hoover said that a young girl 
in the Carroll house “died during 
the summer of 1937” and _ that 
when she entered the bawdy 
house at the age of 17 "she was a 


‘girl of good reputation and at- 


‘tended church regularly.” 

“As many as 17 girls, many of 
them minors, were in the houses 
at one time,” the FBI director 
stated. 

He said that the Carrolls and 
Paulette Owens were being held 
in Anniston. 

Hoover did not reveal the home 
of the girl who, he said, died. 

Besides the “Wagon Wheel,” 
other clubs were used for immoral 
‘purposes, Hoover said, naming 
'“The Hub” and “The Spotted Pig.” 


'The places maintained tourist cab- 
|ins which were used as prostitu- 
‘tion rooms, he stated. Hoover 
termed the Wagon Wheel “a noto- 
rious place of prostitution.”

Pope Pius To Observe 
His 16th Anniversary 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 5.—(UP) 
Pope Pius XI, enfeebled by illness 
and the demands of one of the 
most critical periods in Roman 
Catholic affairs, busied himself 
with affairs of state tonight on the 
eve of the sixteenth anniversary 
of his election to the papal throne. 


It was on February 6, 1922, that 
he was elected by the Sacred Col- 
lege of Cardinals to rule as tem- 
poral and spiritual ruler of the 
Catholic world. 

The sixteenth anniversary of 
the Pope’s coronation, on Febru- 
ary 12, will be solemnly celebrated 
in the Sistine chapel.

NEW IBERIA, La., Feb. 5.—()? 


Honora Migues, 31, was convicted 
tonight on a charge of murdering 
pretty Mrs. Evelyn Allen Craw- 
ford under a verdict which made 
the death penalty mandatory. 

The jury of married men delib- 
erated four hours 13 minutes. 

Migues took the verdict calmly. 
Judge Simon announced he would 
impose the sentence at 2 p. m. 
Tuesday. Hanging is the mode of 
execution in Louisiana. 

Migues’ quiet young wife, hold- 
ing his infant daughten, seemed 
almost unmoved and did not shed 
a tear. His two sisters became 
hysterical. His father walked 
quietly from the courtroom alone. 

The state charged that Migues 
was a town braggart. accustomed 
to having ._ his own way, who, 


her fatally while her husband sat 
beside her, oe .

MAYOR BE GIVEN 
MORE AUTHORITY 


Consultant Advises Cen- 
tralization in Atlanta 
and Fulton; Ragsdale, 
Longino Back Survey. 


‘COUNTY PRESIDENT 


HELD DESIRABLE 


Equalization of Tax Bur- 
den, Merger of Police 
Are Also Suggested. 


Atlanta’s present system of 
government confuses the func- 
tions of legislation and admin- 


istration, violating “‘most egre- 
giously” one of the most fun- 
damental principles of political 
science, was the charge last 
night of Dr. Thomas H. Reed, 
director of fhe consultant serv- 
ice of the National Municipal 


League. 
More than a hundred city and 


county officials and representa- 
tive Atlanta business men sat in a 
hall in a downtown hotel and 
heard Dr. Reed explain, for three 
and a half hours, the 85,000-word 
summary of his report on a six- 
month detailed study of methods 
of government in Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county. 

The report dealt with every de- 
partment and function of both city 
and county and carried detailed 
suggestions for changes which 
would centralize control and re- 
sponsibility for both. 

Chief Recommendations. 

Dr. Reed’s chief recommenda- 
tions were: — 

1. Reduction of city council from 
18 to 9 members, nominated and 
elected from the city at large, their 
authority limited strictly to func- 
tions of legislation. 

2. Abolition of the council com- 
mittee system and the centraliza- 
tion of power in the mayor, giving 
him authority to appoint heads of 
all administrative departments. 

3. Centralization of power in a 
president of Fulton county. 

Atlanta is not yet ready to ac- 
cept the city manager form of gov- 
ernment, Dr. Reed declared, al- 
though he added: 

“The National Municipal League 
believes in the manager plan. A 
few years hence we might recom- 
mend it for Atlanta, but not now.” 

« “Necessarily Critical.” 

Dr. Reed explained that his re- 
port, which was made in two fat 
volumes of single-spaced pages, 
was intentionally and necessarily 
critical, but that this criticism was 
directed at the systems of govern- 
ment and not at the people now 
operating those systerns. 

The Fulton county government, 
according to Dr. Reed, is much 
more like county governments in 
other parts of the country than 
Atlanta’s government is like that 
of other cities. His report, how- 
ever, suggested drastic revision in 
methods of expenditure, centrali- 
zation of power in the hands of a 
county president who, he said,

Dismissed From Police

Charged With Mistreating 
Injured Man; Detective

Discharge of Patrolman 
Douglas Poole from the police de- 
partment was ordered yesterday 
morning by the police committee 
of city council.

Charges against the son of the 
late Chief of Detectives A. Lamar 
Poole grew out of the alleged 
mistreatment of E. W. Estes 
Jr., of 1217 Lorenzo drive, who 
was injured in an automobile ac- 
cident on January 1.

Growers’ Diet 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(>)—

farmer’s diet. 

It was this objective that 
prompted administration leaders 
to prepare for a fight to keep the 
so-called Boileau amendment out 
of the new farm legislation when 
it comes before the house and 
senate shortly for final action.

While Japanese troops hammer- 
ed the central front, warships and 
planes harassed south China to 
prevent reinforcements of China’s 
defenses along the vital northern 
corridor. 

Halts Reinforcements. 

South China authorities of 
Kwangtung province had planned 
to dispatch fresh troops to the 
north this week, it was disclosed, 
but instead they were rushed to 
defense positions along the south- 
ern coast. 

While the struggle continued in 
the bitter cold a spokesman for 
civil and military authorities of 
Canton told of reports of an at- 
tempt to overthrow the National- 
ist regime in favor of a Japanese- 
controlled puppet government. 

He said the situation was well 


in hand and that martial law and) 


the halting of river navigation 
between Canton and Hongkong 
were more of a precaution than a 
suppression of revolt.

Of Georgia Fails To Fulfill Ideals 


Classical Tradition’ of ‘Class’ Teaching With Lip Service 
to Democratic Philosophy Charged by Former 
‘Chancellor Before Fact-Finding Committee. 


The educational system of Geor- 
gia fails to fulfill the ideals of 
democracy visioned by the coun- 


try’s founders, Dr. Philip Welt- ti 


ner, former chancellor of the 
State University System, said last 


night. 

He spoke before the sixth 
monthly meeting of the citizens’ 
fact-finding movement commit- 
tee, a group composed of presi- 
dents of 16 state-wide civic, re- 
ligious and other organizations 
seeking to determine and dissemi- 
nate facts about the problems of 
Georgia. 

“America was founded on a 
philosophy peculiar to itself and 
based upon the wide dissemina- 
tion of knowledge to all its peo- 
ple,” Dr. Weltner said. “In Geor- 


gia our educational system gives 
lip service to that philosophy but 
follows the classical tradition of 
other countries of class educa- 
on.’ 


His speech was based on a sur- 
vey of Georgia education pre- 
pared by him and members of the 
State Department of Education for 
the committee. Through the cen- 
tral committee, the survey find- 
ings will be relayed to 5,100 local 
groups. 

He recommended that education 
lift from the bottom upward, 
bringing to the large percentage 
of illiterate and semi-illiterate in 
the state an education which 
would be of practical value. 

“We must implement the phi- 
losophy of mass education with 
methods and practices capable of 


giving it flesh and blood,” he said. 
“We must lift at the point of least 
advantage, creating competence 
and initiative in the light of prob- 
able opportunities. 

“And remember, we can never 
raise the educational standards of 


the people of this state unless we 
think in terms of the negro pop- 


ulation. So long as the negro is 


in the ditch there will be a large. 


percentage of whites.on a similar 
low level,” he said. 

“It is only when we have done 
these things that we shall have 
kept faith with the‘ideals of the 
fathers of the nation,” he con- 
cluded.

Things to Write. 
According to Miss West, who is 
also instructor of this type of writ- 
ing to teachers at Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity, there are many activities 
which represent or require either 
form of writing ability or an in- 
terest in writing. Among these are 
the writing of individual names, 
letters to sick friends, letters to 
other classes, and invitations, ex- 
planations of pictures and titles,

ings, Valentines, signs, objects in 
room or museum, lost and found 
articles, labels, recipes, advertise- 
ments, directions, notices, news 
sheets, weather reports, stories, 
poems, or plays, addresses, books 
and accounts. 

Studies and experiments in 
manuscript writing have indicat- 
ed that manuscript writing is val- 
uable for many reasons, foremost 
among them being it is easy for 
children to learn because of the 
simple strokes.

One Alphabet. 

The child learns one alphabet 
for both reading and writing. 

This type of writing satisfies the 
child’s keen desire to write. 

Unnecessary curves, loops, 
flourishes and long, joining 
strokes are omitted; therefore, the 
results are more legible than in 
cursive writing. This elimination 
of extra strokes also speeds up 
writing. 

The pen may be lifted when 
going to the next stroke. This ap- 
parently lessens fatigue and re- 
sulting strain on a child’s imma- 
ture muscles, 

Even a child with poor muscular 
control can produce readable re- 
sults. 

The use of these simple letter 
forms lessens the tendency toward 
eye-strain in reading and writing. 
There are fewer movements of 
the eyes required when reading 
manuscript writing. In fact it is 
as easy to read as typewritten ma- 
terial. 

\ Speed of Cursive Writing. 

Children who have written 
manuscript for a number of years 


can equal the speed of those using | 
cursive writing and in most cases | 


exceed it. 

Manuscript writing was brought 
to the United States between 1920 
and 1922 and after experiments in 
eastern schools, teachers in public 
schools as well as_ in _ private 
schools began to see the walue of 
it, and it is now used extensively 
in public schools and private 
schools,

Enactment; Cites Need 
of Paper Mills. 


Speedy enactment of legislation 
creating an authority to promote 
the pulp and paper industry in 
Georgia, as proposed in a bill 
pending in the Georgia legislature, 
was urged yesterday by Hender- 
son Hallman, president of the 
Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce, 


Pointing out that “vast timber 
resources of interior Georgia” 
make it feasible to seek paper 
mills in “strategic points” in the 
state so “expensive movement of 
the raw material may be elimi- 
nated,” Hallman asserted farmers 
are not getting the financial re- 
turn they should obtain from 
Georgia pines. He said: 

“The comparative prices on pulp 
wood in Georgia, as reflected by 
present returns, indicate that tim- 
ber owners are not receiving one- 
half of the minimum amount they 
should be getting at this time. 
Certainly they are not receiving 
anything in the neighborhood of 
half the figure being paid in the 
pulp and paper industry region of 
the southeast territory where sev- 
eral mills are in the field purchas- 
ing supplies.” 

Hallman said the state chamber 
has obtained opinions from lead- 
ing legal authorities in the state 
and have found them unified in 
belief the pending bill will meet 
all requirements of law. He 
added: 


“Passage of the proposed meas- 
ure not only will insure a vastly 
improved market for pulp wood 
timber, but it will prove a per- 
manent incentive for timber farm< 
ing on an approved scale. The re- 
sult will be a market of depend« 
able character at prices commen-~ 
surate with the product for sale 
and the returns obtained through 
the manufactured product.”

Council in the form of debate 
when six professional and busi- 
nessmen, each of them the father 
of boys and girls, spoke for and 
against the question at the meet- 
ing held Thursday. 

Mrs. A. C. Lasher, Senior High 
sectional leader, who arranged the 
program, had as guests the sec- 
tional groups, Mrs. Di R. Longino 
and D. F. McClatchey Jr., the 
two members of the board of edu- 
cation who are on the co-educa- 
tional committee.

or all of their wordly goods—men, 
women and children plodding 
along in the rain, a pitiful sight,” 
his letter, received recently at for- 
eign mission headquarters at 


Nashville, read. 


“On reaching. the hospital I 


found things in a mess. Everyone 
scared to death. My three senior 
doctors already gone with their 
families, . . If we open it (the 
hospital) again it will have to be 
in a small way. .. . I’m sick 
about it and horribly disappointed. 
I’ve put everything I had into that 
hospital and it was anything but 
easy to close up.” 

That terrorism and vandalism 
go hand in hand with the advance, 
or retreat, of either army is indi- 
cated in a letter from Dr. Maxcey 
Smith, in charge of mission ar- 
rangements at Shanghai, telling of 
the looting of Soochow, one of the 
mid-China mission stations. 

“All mission property has been 
systematically and progressively 
looted until nothing now remains 
in missionary residences. They saw 
Japanese soldiers removing heavy 
furniture from their own houses, 
pictures were-thrown on the 
ground and tramped on, doors 
broken down, pianos used for fire- 
wood, safes chiseled open and con- 
tents removed. 

“These houses had the American 
flag flying over them and procla- 
mations posted saying that they 
were American mission property. 
The nurses’ quarters and women’s 
wards of the Elizabeth Blake hos- 
pital had been burned and the oth- 
er part of the hospital fired. 

“As the Japanese were ap- 
proaching the city panic reigned. 
To deliver a sick patient to his 
home in the city, Dr. Young (Dr. 
M. P. Young, of Due West, S. C.) 
put him in a ricksha and _ pulled 
it himself. The insane patients 
were taken to Kuangfoh. On the 
last trip Lucy Grier (a graduate 
of Agnes Scott College) had to 
walk all the way, the boats hav- 
ing been commandeered. The dis- 
tance is 14 miles.”

or all of their wordly goods—men, 
women and children plodding 
along in the rain, a pitiful sight,” 
his letter, received recently at for- 
eign mission headquarters at 
Nashville, read. 

“On reaching. the hospital I 


found things in a mess. Everyone 
scared to death. My three senior 
doctors already gone with their 
families. . . If we open it (the 
hospital) again it will have to be 
in a small way. . . Tm sick 
about it and horribly disappointed. 
I’ve put everything I had into that 
hospital and it was anything but 
easy to close up.” 

That terrorism and vandalism 
go hand in hand with the advance, 
or retreat, of either army is indi- 
cated in a letter from Dr. Maxcey 
Smith, in charge of mission ar- 
rangements at Shanghai, telling of 
the looting of Soochow, one of the 
mid-China mission stations. 

“All mission property has been 
systematically and progressively 
looted until nothing now remains 
in missionary residences, They saw 
Japanese soldiers removing heavy 
furniture from their own houses, 
pictures were-thrown on = the 
ground and tramped on, doors 
broken down, pianos used for fire- 
wood, safes chiseled open and con- 
tents removed. 

“These houses had the American 
flag flying over them and procla- 
mations posted saying that they 
were American mission property. 
The nurses’ quarters and women’s 
wards of the Elizabeth Blake hos- 
pital had been burned and the oth- 
er part of the hospital fired. 

“As the Japanese were ap- 
proaching the city panic reigned. 
To deliver a sick patient to his 
home in the city, Dr. Young (Dr. 
M. P. Young, of Due West, S. C.) 
put him in a ricksha and pulled 
it himself. The insane patients 
were taken to Kuangfoh. On the 
last trip Lucy Grier (a graduate 
of Agnes Scott College) had to 
walk all the way, the boats hav- 
ing been commandeered. The dis- 
tance is 14 miles.”

NEW YORK, Feb, 5.—(P)—| 
World indoor records were crack- | 
ed in three events tonight as | 
Glenn Cunningham, the celebrated | 
“Iron Horse,” galloped off with a | 
decisive Wanamaker mile  tri-| 
umph for the fifth time in six) 
years in the 3lst annual Millrose | 
A. A. meet at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Cunningham equalled the meet 
record of 4:11, for the second time, 
in beating his fellow Kansan, | 
Archie San Romani, by a dozen) 
yards, but the world record shat- | 
tering honors of the night went | 
to Dusky Ben Johnson, Columbia | 
champion and sprint ace. | 

Johnson, in the best form of 
his career, shot off the marks like | 
a jack-rabbit to equal and then 
twice surpass the long-standing 
indoor mark of 6.2 seconds for 
the 60 yards dash. He was clock- 
ed in 6.1 seconds in his semi-final 
and then streaked to the tape in 
6 seconds flat in the final to carve 
a spot for himself in the sprint- 
ing hall of fame. 

The mark of 6.2 which Loren 
Murchison set in 1923 had suc- 
cessfully withstood the 15-year 
attacks of most of the world’s 
speed merchants, including Jesse 
Owens. 

Forrest (Spec) Towns, of eGor- 
gia, winner of the 60-yar low hur- 
dies, twice touched new record 
time of 7.4 seconds after Wayne 
Tolmich, of Wayne University, cut 
the former world indocr mark to 
this figure in his first trial heat. 
Tolmich was beaten by Towns in 
a brisk final brush. The former 
record was 7.5 seconds. 

North Texas Teachers’ medley 
relayers, comprising the Brown 
and Rideout twins, lowered the 
world indoor mark to 7:27.5 in a 
thrilling victory over Indiana. The 
distance was one mile and seven- 
eighths but the race was decided 
in the stretch, where Blaine Ride- 
out came up fast to beat Indiana’s 
Jimmy Smith.

Women’s Hats Gave 
Idea for ‘Trailers’ 


HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 5.—The 
first movie trailer ever made was 
titled “Ladies Please Remove 
Your Hats”—a one-slide reminder 
to selfish cinema ladies of 1909, 
The second trailer, in 1910, also 
concerned headgear—“The New 
York Hat,” starring Mary Pick- 
ford and Lionel Barrymore. This 
trailer consisted of twenty titles 
and two scenes. From then on— 
and more particularly in the last 
two years—trailers, i. e., the brief 
features announcing and illustrat- 
ing the next offerings of the thea- 
ter, have assumed more and more 
importance, and now rate as much 
preparation and care as the aver- 
age picture. 

The word “trailer” originated 
from printed slides, tacked on the 
end of the old silent serials, bear- 
ing the words “to be continued in 
our next.” The current trailers, 
designed to bring the 12,000,000 
picture spectators back to the 
théater, are now referred to by 
the trade as “teasers,” and, like 
the pictures they advertise, they 
change with the wants of the pub- 
lic. More action, novelty, disguised 
advertising, brevity, less super- 
colossal adjectives, and few or no 
subtitles at all—see “Goldwyn 
Follies” trailer (no subtitles), and 
“Happy Landing” (which has one) 
—are the present-day command- 
ments of this highly specialized 
branch of the picture business. 

Distributes Trailers. 


The National Screen Service, 
with 25 exchanges in the United 
States, manufacturer of trailers 
for 20 years, distributes Holly- 
wood’s trailer output, with the ex- 
ception of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
and Warner Brothers’ products— 
serving exhibitors with 350 trail- 
ers a year, including Christmas 
and New Year briefies. 

The -verage trailer runs two 
minutes—with a record of 11 min- 
utes for the No. 1 “Buccaneer” 
trailer and 30 seconds for the lat- 
est Mae West teaser. Incidentally, 
the trailer for “Every Day’s a Hol- 
iday”—in which Miss West is des- 
ignated the great Frenchwoman— 
including the Statue of Liberty— 
to visit the United States—has 
arousel the wrath of the Decency 
League, the first time this has 
happened to a trailer. 

“Midsummer Night’s Dream” 
had 17 trailers—the largest num- 
ber for any one picture. But they 
were very brief, each one lasting 
only 30 seconds on the screen. For 
“Buccaneer,” there were five trail- 
ers—three for general theater use 
and two extra for New Orleans, 
the picture’s locale. For the same 
reason, “Swing Your Lady,” an 
unimportant Warner picture, was 
advertised with two trailers—one 
for the south and west, home of 
the Weaver Brothers’ popularity. 

Sugar-Coated Teasers. 

The current tendency is to su- 
gar-coat and disguise the trailer 
so that the audience swallows it 
without realizing the presence of 
‘the advertising pill. The chief 
“Wells Fargo” trailer was an in- 
teresting expose of how music is 
allied to a picture’s entertainment 
value—with “Wells Fargo,” of 
course, as the orchestral peg. Mu- 
sic, by the way, is now recognized 
as an important ingredient in 
| trailer success. The second “Wells 
'Fargo” teaser showed the picture’s 
‘preview in Hollywood, with all 
the notables at the microphone.

Production Period Varies. 


Production period for the aver- | 


age trailer ranges from five days 
to a month. But MGM’s trailer 
epic, “Romance of Celluloid,” re- 
vealing the process of picture- 
making and at the same time ad- 
vertising 15 films, took three years 
to complete. 

Trailers can cost anywhere from 
$10 to $10,000, with an average top 
price from theater owners of $2.50. 
Small theaters pay 50 cents. Of 
the $10,000 cost the trailer for 
“The Great Ziegfeld,” $5,000 went 
musical scoring. Universal 
spent $10,000 on a trailer for “Top 
of the Town,” in which everyone 
in the picture ended by jumping 
into a furnace. (P. S. It was re- 
jected by the New York office.) 

But, on the whole, Hollywood's 
trailer output is in the “A” cate- 
gory. I look forward to the day 
when the picture will be as good 
as its “teaser.”

Readers of the Justice stories no 
Goubt have wondered, on many an 
occasion, what has happened to cer- 
tain persons—defendants, widows, 
sweethearts, suspects, etc.—who were 
involved in murder cases which have 
been reviewed here. A crime occurs, 
certain principals are suddenly thrust 
into the limelight, and their whole 
lives up to that moment may be ex- 
posed to the world. But, with the 
case marked closed, or unsolved, the 
curtain falls upon all these lives and, 
almost invariably, we hear no more 
of them. 


Back in December, 1929, after a 
fellow gambler had been acquitted— 
by instruction of the court—of the 
murder of Arnold Rothstein, this pa- 
per published a review of the case 
under the extremely suitable head- 
ing, “What Has Happened to Jus- 
tice?” The limelight had been beat- 
ing upon various major and minor 
characters in the drama ever since 
the shooting, some 13 months before. 
As soon as the trial ended, aimost all 
these characters disappeared frdém 
the news. 


Perhaps you would like to know 
what has happened to them. Where 
they are—what they’re doing—how 
they have prospered. And what 
about the crime itself? Is it still the 
mystery it seemed back in 1928? 


Arnold Rothstein in 1928 was one 
of: the most powerful men in the 
New York underworld. Although his 
chief source of income was gambling, 
usually on a sure thing, he also had 
his finger in numerous other pies. 


He was said to have backed a $5,- 
000,000 bond theft in Wall Street, as 
well as the crooked World Series of 
1919, in which certain members of the 
favored White Sox threw the contest 
to the Cincinnati Reds. He was said 
to have fixed prize fights and horse 
races, to have financed bootleggers, 
bucket shops and dope rings. He bet 
vast sums on elections and loaned 
money to high and low, charging 
usurious rates. 

Stocky of build with heavy shoul- 
ders and broad chest, Rothstein was 
affable and vain, and possessed a re- 
markable quick mind in difficult sit- 
uations—and he found. himself in 
many in the course of his career—he 
always came up with some adept 
wisecrack that saved his face or even 
his life. 

That is, always but once. And that 
once proved fatal. 
” - * 

In reviewing the events leading up 
to Rothstein’s death one necessarily 
encounters innumerable gaps. After 
the shooting on November 4, 1928, 
those apparently involved either dis- 
appeared or contributed nothing. The 
victim himself could have cleared up 
everything, but he chose to keep si- 
lent. 

However, it is generally conceded 
that’a stud poker game, staged at the 
home of Jimmy Meehan, a gambler 
friend, had a lot to do with the shoot- 
ing. 

The game started on the night of 
September 7 and continued for 24 
hours, with seven big-shot gamblers 
participating. When it was over the 
heaviest winner was, Nathan (Nigger 
Nate) Raymond ($219,000) and the 
heaviest loser was Rothstein ($316,- 
000.) Among the others, Joe Bern- 
stein won $73,000; Titantic Thompson 
(Alvin C. Thomas) won $30,000; 
Meyer Boston won $8,000; George 
McManus lost $51,000, and Martin 
(Red) Bowe lost $5,700. 

But there is more to this than ap- 
pears on the surface. Although vast 
sums had been won and lost, actra!ly 
only $40,000 in cash had figured in 
the play, and when the game ended 
it was Rothstein who had the 40 
grand. Nate Raymond, who had en- 
tered the game with $17,500 in cash, 
had to borrow $1,000 when he left. 

Since every player in the room 
held Rothstein's I. O. U.’s, he noted 
down the totals in his notebook at 
the end of the game, and then calmly 
asked that all the I. O. U.’s be re- 
turned to him. Raymond protested, 
pointing out that he had lust plenty 
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in cash despite his juicy killing. But 
Rothstein had his way, as usual, 
ROTHSTEIN STALLS OFF 

THE BIG WINNER. 


Thereafter Raymond, who had the 
reputation of being’ a clever fellow 
with the cards, tried several times to 
collect the $208,000 which Rothstein 
owed him. But A. R. as he was call- 
ed, said that he needed every penny 
he had to bet on the forthcoming 
election. 

“I’m spreading a million-and-a- 
half on the election,” he is said to 
have told Nigger Nate. I’m betting 
that Hoover will beat Smith and 
that Franklin Roosevelt will be the 
next governor of New York. I fig- 
ure to clean up, Nate, so you needn't 
worry about your money.” 

But, according to all reports, this 
failed to placate Raymond. It may 
be that Rothstein had expressed the 
conviction that the card game had 
not been on the level, that Raymond 
had cheated and that he (Rothstein) 
had no intention of paying his losses, 
at least, not in full. The evidence is 
very meagre on whether or not he 
intended paying the debts. We un- 
derstand it was not in Rothstein’s 
character to welch although it was in 
character for him to chisel a settle- 
ment. 


Do these events tend to build up 
a motive for Rothstein’s murder? 
Hardly. Those to whom he owed 
money had every reason in the world 
to wish for his continued good health 
since they could not hope to collect 
from a corpse. 

However, one can see that he might 
have stirred up considerable ill will. 
And if he actually stated (which does 
not seem likely) that he would never 
pay a cent of his losses in the stud 
game, then certain parties might even 
have wished to do him bodily harm. 

At this point it should be empha- 
sized that George McManus, a genial, 
iron-nerved man who was never 
known to lose his temper, remained 
on the best of terms with Rothstein 
after the stud game. 

McManus admired Rothstein, for 
his gamblin genius if not for his less 
attractive qualities, and there is no 
evidence whatever that any ill feel- 
ing developed between them. So far 
as McManus was concerned, the card 
game, and his $51,000 loss, had been 
a mere incident in his life as a pro- 
fessional gambler.

Three days before Rothstein was 
shot, McManus had a spat with his 
wife and left their Riverside Drive 
apartment. He registered at the Park 
Central hotel under the name of 
George A. Richards, of Newark, N. J., 
and was assigned to room 349. He 
was still occupying this room the fol- 
lowing Sunday, November 4. 

At 10:47 that Sunday night two em- 
ployes of the hotel saw a man stand- 
ing in the servants’ areaway. _ He 
was holding his abdomen with both 
hands. 

“Get me an ambulance,” he said 
painfully. “I’ve been shot.” 

Then he slumped to the floor, and 
he was sitting there, dazed and moan- 
ing, “when Patrolman William 5S. 
Davis came and recognized him as 
Rothstein. Neither Davis nor other 
officers, who arrived soon afterward, 
could persuade him to give any ex- 
planation for the shooting. He was 
taken to Polyclinic hospital, suffering 
from a bullet wound in the groin. 

Quickly the police learned that 
Rothstein had apparently been shot 
in room 349.. At about the same time 
a taxi driver came in with a .38 cali- 
bre snub-nosed revolver which he 
had seen land on the car tracks in 
front of the hotel. The gun held one 
discharged cartridge shell. The driver 
thought it might have béen thrown 
from a passing car. 

Room 349 was heavy with the odors 
of tobacco and whisky, and the lights 
were still on. Ash trays on the table 
were filled with cigar “and cigaret 
butts. And there were glasses on 
the table for four persons. (Roth- 
stein neither drank nor smoked.) All 
the windows were down. 

The gun found by the taxi driver 
had apparently been thrown from a 


window facing on Seventh avenue, 
This was indicated by the fact that 
there was a jagged hole, four inches 
Wide, in the outer screen of the win- 
dow. That this gun had been the 
weapon used in the shooting was es- 
tablished when the bullet was ex- 
tracted at the hospital. 


The bullet had entered Rothstein’s 
right side, just above the hip-bone, 
and had followed a sharp downward 
course, piercing the abdomen and 
bladder. 


As the wounded man had not bled 
externally, there were no bloodstains 
in the room or hallway. 


Detectives pounced upon an over- 
coat hanging in the closet of room 
349. It was a new gray overcoat, 
bearing the name, “George Mc- 
Manus.” As Rothstein had worn a 
Similar coat that evening, and as he 
had no. overcoat on when he was 
found in the areaway, it was inti- 
mated later, that McManus had don-~ 
ned the wrong coat in the haste of 
departure. This McManus _ subse- 
quently denied. 


McMANUS BROTHERS 
ARRIVE WITH BILLER, 

While officers were still examin- 
ing room 349 the telephone rang and 
a voice asked if George McManus 


was there. The answer was yes. 
And so, presently, two of George’s 
brothers, Tom and Frank—he was 
the youngest of six—entered the 
room, accompanied by Hyman Biller, 
George’s pay-off man. The detectives

talked with the visitors, but just how 
the interview went we cannot Say. 

However, it appears that the of- 
ficers requested George’s home tel- 
ephone number, and that the request 
was refused. (The McManus broth- 
ers, it may be worth pointing out, 
were substantial citizens, not easily 
bulldozed. They were sons of a po- 
liceman—one of them, Steve, was 
himself a lieutenant in the depart- 
ment.) Tom and Frank, after the 
interview in room 349, were permit- 
ted to leave; along with Biller. 


This was accounted a grave error, 
later on, for Hyman Biller promptly 
disappeared, 

* * 

Rothstein, separated for more than 
a year from his faithful wife, Caro=- 
lyn, had dined that evening at the 
Colony Club with his blond mistress, 
Inez Norton, a former showgirl. She 
had driven with him to Lindy’s Res- 
taurant, on Broadway, then gone to a 
movie with a girl friend. Arnold 
had taken his accustomed table—and 
at 10:20 had been summoned to the 
telephone. He had left at once for 
room 349 at a hotel. 

Now again let us ask a question, 
Does it seem likely that the telephone 
call was part of a deliberate plot to 
murder Rothstein? Of course we 
know that telephone calls have fig- 
ured in any number of spot murders 
—notably the assassination of Vin- 
cent Coll—but the Rothstein case 
just doesn’t seem to fit the formula. 

The wounded man died in a coma

HE dust has settled on the latest Fight of 

the Century. The big wind, created by a 

thousand missed punches, has gone whistling 
down Broadway to the river, and men doze 
peacefully on the battlefield, which in this case 
happened to be New York’s Artist’s and Writer’s 
pub. Jack “Dust Storm” Kirkland, has gone back 
to his play-knitting and Richard Watts, “the man 
with the typewriter punch”, has returned to his 
play-noing. 

But is this just the end of a brawl between 
two blokes who, when they were Sigma Chi fra- 
ternity brothers at Columbia, often pledged 
their eternal friendship? 

Or is this the beginning of an era in journal- 
ism that will see critics forced to back up their 
statements with their dukes? 

Immediately upon dusting himself off, and 
ordering a small filet mignon for his colored eye, 
“Dust Storm” departed for the South, where 
most athletes go at this time of year, to get in 
shape for a strenuous season. His fight with 
“Fadeaway” Watts may be the first of a long 
series of bouts with New York drama critics. 

But if this is true, “Dust Storm” will probably 
use more generalship in his forthcoming bouts. 
The cocky little 130-pound playwright chose to 
combat the critic in the latter’s yard. And 
while he got in his one punch, he was immediate- 
ly submerged by the critic’s friends. 

“Dust Stornt’s” fighting fever was induced by 
the treatment Watts and other New York critics 
accorded his latest play, ‘Tortilla Flat.” And, 
according to reports, he was nursing bruised 
feelings because of movie reviews Watts had writ- 
ten about ex-wife Nancy Carroll. The critics had 
been severe with him when he adapted “Tobacco 
Road” to the stage, but the public had rejected 
the critics’ warning in this case. “Tobacco 
Road's”” dusty and grimy profanity have now 
lasted five years. Kirkland tried to rake in the 
same kind of pay dust with “Tortilla Flat.” 

This time, however, “Dust Storm” didn’t wait 
for the public to veto the critics’ tomatoes. He 
started swinging, and finished up as “The Face 
on the Bar-room Floor”, biting the dust. 

Fellow reporters were censorious the day 
after Kirkland knocked the glasses of Mr. Watts 
off, and their owner down. They spoke feelingly 
of Watts’ constitutional rights, and tended to 
emphasize that Kirkland was thoroughly pum- 
melled for his audacity. Only passing mention 
was made of the fact that Kirkland had spent 
nearly $30,000 on the play, and that it had taken 
him nine months to adapt it to the stage. And 
not too much stress was laid on the fact that the 
Watts’ brigade sailed into the diminutive play- 
wright enmasse or that “Dust Storm” kept taking 
it and coming up for more.

It’s entirely possible that the critics 
will carry the thing to its logical conclusion and 
take a few pokes at those playwrights who have 
subjected them to a dull and inane evening in the 
theatre. 

But it might mean that we’d have to change 
many of our New York critics. 

Slim, scholarly Richard Lockridge, of the Sun, 
for instance, virtually eliminates himself from 
the impending™pitched battle between the critics 
and the criticized. “All authors ought to be re- 
quired to weigh in on opening nights,” he says, 
“and if they weigh over the lightweight limit 
they should be barred. That'll make me safe.” 

Equally fragile Sidney B. Whipple, of the 
World-Telegram, has another plan of defense, 
very scientific at that. “Critics should arm them- 
selves with spray guns to combat such play- 
wrights as Mr. Kirkland,” Sidney says. “I can't 
fight—my only defense is wearing glasses.” 

But Burns Mantle, of the News, doesn’t put 
much faith in glass bulwarks. “Wearing glasses 
didn’t seem to help Watts much,” he points out, 
moodily. “My plan of battle is to go right ‘down 
and get acquainted with Mr. Bleeck, and take 
him along to the shows as my bodyguard.” 

Robert Coleman, of the Mirror, doesn’t like 
the way the war has been conducted of late. 
“The New York Boxing Commission should as- 
sert its jurisdiction over the fights. Impromptu 
fisticuffing, such as the Watts-Kirkland battle, 
must be outlawed.” 

John Anderson, of the Journal-American, 
seems to have the best defense of all. ‘“‘When the 
undeclared war broke out between critics and 
playwrights,” he said the other day, “I contem-- 
plated at first a Japanese approach to the prob- 
lem, It seemed easier to criticize just the weak 
and defenseless playwrights. But this turned 
out to be a poor strategy. In the first place, 
playwrights who seem to have child minds may 
be otherwise adults and of good size. So I've 
merely taken the precaution to grow six feet 
one, and with a fairly good reach.” 

But the drama denouncers aren't going to be 
able to muscle in on the sports show, if the 
sports writers can help it. The fisticuff reviewers

ROM Cartagena I was bumped from side to 

side in a country bus to the Air School at 

Los Alcazares over vile roads. On arrival, 
however, I was much cheered by the sight of many 
faces which I knew, although I viewed them with 
considerable surprise, for I had not expected to 
meet anyone I knew here in war-torn Spain.

You can 
imagine how glad I was to see 
all these boys; and to find that 
I was to billet with them. That 
night was also “one of those” 
and over many bottles of heady 
Spanish wine they wised me up 
as to the tricks of the Spanish 
war trade; what to expect and

ways reserved for the “Americanos”. From what 
they told me, however, it seemed that I was in for 
a good deal of fun and excitement. 

Next morning at 7 o'clock we had to be out 
an the tarmac--or rather where the tarmac ought 
to have been, with helmets and parachutes, ready 
to go up for the morning patrols.

to earn my pay by merely “doing my stuif” to: 
the benefit of tyro Spaniards and newcomers 
from abroad. 

Saw the New Year in in traditional style and 
as Squadron orders indicated that we had to be 
in the air at 6 a. m. on New Year’s Day we 
‘“‘Americanos” decided to “make a night of it” and 
by the time I climbed into the old French 
Moranes which had been allotted to me for that

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day, we had all passed from the heights of aden 
holic exhilaration to the bitter taste of sobriety. 
Yes, it was war, wine and song... but no women! 
‘My New Year’s job was to fly to Valencia for the 
‘mail and consequently I was very popular on my 
return, Finding it impossible to find a quiet cor- 
‘ner in which to read my letters from Paris, I 
stayed in the cockpit of the Moranes until I was 
through. 

In the evening Charlie X and I went shopping. 
\It was a mile and a half to the nearest village. 
‘We had walked three miles before we discovered 
ithat the village was so small that we had walked 
right through the main square, thinking it was 
only a courtyard. Amazing, the peace around us. 
‘The local inhabitants seemed to be carrying on 
‘as if the war had never existed. We bought 


‘Spanish cigarettes and Spanish chocolate. Both 
for the t time, except in an emergency! In 
desperation we gave the chocolate to an urchin 


and soon cdllecthd a great crowd of them. Where 
they came fro we could not imagine. We 
‘showed the ds an American magazine and 
left a couple ‘of dozen of them shrieking and 


laughing over the gravure pictures of scantily 
‘clothed film stars. 


On the way back we picked up the converted 
‘Renault which they called a bus and rode along 
‘in state. Stopping at almost every house set on 
‘the hillside, the driver hooted, and we were show- 
ered with contributions of live chickens, baskets 
of beans, and even a suckling pig. And they said 
ithe Spaniards were starving! Charlie, who prides 
‘himself on his sympathetic ear for engines—he 
'treats his own as though it were a thoroughbred 
—flinched at every knock and gear-change of the 
old Renault; but it got us back to camp, although 
‘Heavens knows how. 

Following day I got my first whiff of the war. 
Most of the flight went out on a reconnaissance 
practice. I was stuck on the field, mopping. The 
‘engine of my ship had got gummed and wasn’t 
ready. I therefore strolled over to the Mess and 
sat smoking, trying to read. At 7 o'clock a mes- 
‘Sage came through from the police that a plane 
had crashed near Lorca, after losing out on a 
fight with a couple of Franco reconnaissance 
planes. 


I immediately rushed for the ambulance— 
woke up the driver (naturally being a Spaniard

he was asleep!), picked up the Squadron doctor 
on the way and off we went. ‘Fhat man could 
drive. We whirled around corners on two wheels. 
Then came down a terribly rough hill and through 
the water splash at the bottom. We went so fast 


that a big stone in the stream knocked the steer. 


ing wheel right out of control. Give me the air 
to this any day, I thought. Then we bumped our 
way over a small ditch and half-way down a slop- 
ing field. It took half-an-hour’s straining and 
sweating in the hot sun to get the car back on the 
road; the back wheels kept spinning on the slip- 
pery slopes. 

When we got to Lorca, nearly exhausted, we 
found a Moranes on its nose and the pilot sitting 
beside it smoking. We could have kicked his 
pants, until we found that he was really very 
shaken. In fact he suffered from a severe concus- 
sion later. This same pilot had:an unhappy knack 
of landing in awkward places. A few weeks later 
he made a forced landing in a field containing a 
herd of mules. One or two jumped the wall. The 
rest were so inquisitive that the pilot had to wait 
for assistance before he could leave the machine, 
Eventually he landed in a lake, thinking that it 
was an open field—it was niglit, of course, and 
that was the end of him as far as flying was 
concerned. They grounded him and put him in 
charge of supplies! 


By this time I was getting rather fed up with 
tests, and classes of instruction, although they 
said that I was one of the most capable instruc- 
tors they had had so far. I had passed the trials 
with flying colors and it was hinted to me that 
soon more important work would be given to me, 
What this was they woukd not tell me, but I had 
hopes of being put in charge of a new field for the 


special training of pilots and coordination of 
squadrons. Let it be said that the authori 
were very stringent in their tests. They woul 
not keep a man just because he could keep a shi 
in the air and not crash on landing. They want 
first-class war pilots, and if they didn’t get to 
marks back home they were sent home. Doze 
of young flyers from abroad, attracted by wha 
they thought was easy money and excitemen 
found that the Spanish Government had no 
tention of risking valuable machines imthe ha 
of boys imbued with a rpirit of adventure. 

Well, I was now passed as O. K. in eve 
branch of war flying, including gunnery and com 
bat. I was top of the transfer list ... for what? 
I was soon to find out! 

One day a number of “Big Shots” flew over, 
from Valencia to inspect the school. The Com- 
mandante was very anxious to put up a good 
show so he sent for an American named Allison 
and myself and told us that we should be required 
to put on a hot show of aerobatics to impress th 
General Staff. Frankly, he could not have picked 
on a better pair because Allison and I had often 
flown together before in team. 

We were given two new Russian ships which 
had recently arrived and they were good! You 
can say what you like about Soviet Russia but 
they certainly have learned how to build planes, 
When Allison and I came down after cart-wheelin 
about the ceiling and staging a mimic combat, th

I recall the original ragtime music and how it 
went like a prairie-fire across the nation. The 
first of the lot was “Loving Rag,” and Billie 
Halligan and a little beaut named Baby-doll sang 
it to Bernie Adler's piano (he wrote the tune) in 
Jordan's levee joint at State and 21st Street, Chi, 
In time came its illegitimate child, jazz. 

The two most answerable for the spread of 
jazz were Paul Whiteman, instrumentally, and 
Sophie Tucker, vocally. Split-beat syncopation was 
not new—it had simply been delayed in transit 
from the cracker regions of the deep South. 

Followed the “blues,” which gripped the nation 
and later the globe, and that style of chant goes 
back to the days when David strummed them on 
his harp; lowdown blues and ancient Hebrew 
laments are of the same root. 

The “torch” song, with little or no blood-kin- 
ship to blues, had its cycle, starting with “You 
Made Me What I Am Today’’—written as a bur 
lesque and taken seriously—and following ‘on 
through such tear-jerkers as “Since You Went 
Away,” “Melancholy Baby,” and “Together.” 

Films, of course, have had their unexplained, 
sudden, brief theme styles which became clicks— 
gangster, G-man, biographical, the character

The bandleaders haven’t the leisure 
of the motion picture stars, what with 
virtually continuous engagements in 
night clubs, theatres, on radio pro- 
grams, in phonograph recofding stu- 
dios and movie lots, but they seemingly 
have plenty of time to be so many 
pied pipers, luring away the hearts of 
the loveliest lovelies. That envious 
gnashing of pearly teeth from Holly- 
wood heroes is evidence of that. It is 
significant that when the male stars 
fade from the screen many become 
orchestra leaders. 

Buddy Rogers used to be a film star 
but it wasn’t until he went back to 
leading an orchestra that he married 
Mary Pickford. It’s no secret that 
Leopold Stokowski packs a lot of in- 
terest for Garbo. Bette Davis has a 
bandleader husband, Harmon Nelson. 
Roger Pryor, a bandsman like his 
famous father, Arthur, is Ann Sothern’s 
heart-thumper. Betty Furness, the 
lovely one, was captured by Johnny 
Green who conducts a band and com- 
poses such hits as “Body and Soul”. 
Dorothy Lamour is the wife of Herbie 
Kay, the baton wielder. Harriett Hil. 
liard walked out on Hollywood because 
she couldn’t stand separation from 
Maestro Ozzie Nelson. 

Abe Lyman, of course, has been the 
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romantic interest of dozens of beauties, 
including Eleanor Powell, the dancer. 
So far he is treading the path of the 
confirmed bachelor. Rudy Vallee had 
two essays into matrimony, and since 
Fay Webb’s death, a series of beauti- 
ful women have figured in specula- 
tions of her successor. Lately Rudy’s 
name appeared in government reports 
as one of the highest paid men in the 
country. 

Andre Kostelanetz overcame some 
heavy competition and went into the 
lead in the Lily Pons sweepstakes. 
There are some who profess to be con- 
vinced that the bald-headed maestro 
and the petite coloraturo soprano have 
been man and wife for some time. 


The mobs that greet film stars on 
rare personal appearances are dupli- 
cated virtually every night that the 
big name bandleaders play. In the 
hotel where Benny Goodman has been 
playing pending his takeoff on a round- 
the-world tour as ambassador of swing, 
college kids and the younger set jam 
the dance floor, hardly bothering to 
move about, their eyes fixed in adora- 
tion on Benny and his tootling clarinet. 
A knot of those who would rather 
listen than dance gathers about the 
bandstand in another hotel to pay 
homage to Glen Gray and his Casa 
Loma orchestra. Tommy Dorsey looks 
out over his trumpet on an equally 
unusual spectacle. They dance when 
his band plays but when Tommy 
swings into a_ trumpet solo the 
couples pause and sway back and 
fofth to capture the thrill of the 
melody. 

No day passes that Richard Himber 
doesn’t find among his stacks of fan 
mail a proposal of marriage from a 
girl he has never seen. A New Jersey 
wife wrote Lee Grant, NBC conductor, 
offering to leave her husband for him 
if he’d just say the word. She’s never 
even geen a picture of him; just heard 
him on the air. Another baton leader 
recently got a fan letter from a famous 
movie star who herself gets so many 
fan letters she can’t answer all. And 
the Duke and Duchess of Kent send 
Christmas cards to their favorite swing 
bandsman!

on November 6. Ironically, that was 
the day Hoover beat Smith. Roth- 
stein had won heavily, only he wasn't 
around to collect. 


Meanwhile the police had learned 
about the stud game at Jimmy Mee- 
han’s, and had begun to evolve the 
theory that Rothstein had been shot 
in anger because he had welched on 
debts contracted in that game. Cer- 
tain of the players — not including 
McManus, who had disappeared— 
were questioned, but without much 
succe$s. It was not until 12 days 
after the crime that the investigators 
obtained a search warrant for Mc- 
Manus’ apartment. They found no 
clues. 

McManus surrendered on Novem- 
ber 27, after five others had been 
held in $100,000 bail. The tall, toothy 
gambler refused, on advise of his 
counsel, James D. C. Murray, to an- 
swer any questions, and so District 
Attorney Joab Banton ordered him 
held on a charge of murder. 

The police asserted they had three 
witnesses, employes of the hotel, who 
could identify McManus. Chief of 
these was buxom Bridget Farry, a 
chambermaid, who was confined in 
jail “for her own safety.” She was 
to remain there 134 days, a sojourn 
which caused her considerable an- 
noyance. 

McManus was indicted on Decem- 
ber 4, along with Biller and two an- 
nonymous accomplices, described as 
Joe Doe and Richard Doe. The evi- 
dence was weak, but is believed now 
that, by indicting McManus, the au- 
thorities hoped to make him talk. In 
this respect they totally misjudged 
the character of Mr. George Mc- 
Manus.

He was freed on $50,000 bail put 
up by former Police Inspéctor Wil- 
liam McLaughlin. Biller never was 
apprehended. 

Various others were _ arrested, 
questioned and released. One of those 
temporarily detained was - Tough 
Willie McCabe. However, Willie was 
able to place himself aboard the boat 
out of Savarmah on the night of the 
shooting. Being questioned in shoot- 
ings has become, as you shall see an 
old story with Tough Willie McCabe.

Banton now began to stall, hoping 
for a break. He offered complete im- 
munity to any accomplice who would 
co-operate. No one accepted. Heads 
began to drop all over the political 
arena. Police Commissioner Joseph 
A. Warren was removed, to be re- 
placed by Grover Whalen, and died a 
few months later, supposedly of a 
broken heart. Ten detectives, some 
of them high officials in the depart- 
ment, were forced into retirement, 
and various others were brought to 
trial, the charge in most insfances be- 
ing stupidity. 

The Rothstein case became the po- 
litical football of the 1929 campaign. 
Enemies of Tammany kept shouting 
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that the case stank with political cor- 
ruption, and that Banton dared not 
try McManus, or any one else, for the 
murder. 

The situation became so intolerable 
that the district attorney finally an- 
nounced that he would place Mc- 
Manus on trial immediately. Judge 
Charles C. Nott Jr. refused, however, 
to permit the case to be tried until 
after the election. 


The trial started November 18, and 
was a terrible fiasco. 

The cashier at Lindy’s was expect- 
ed to testify that McManus telephon- 
ed Rothstein from the hotel named 
on the night of the shooting. Instead 
he testified that the voice had NOT 
been that of McManus. 


Bridget Farry was expected to tes- 
tify that she had seen McManus in 
room 349 several times .during the 
day, that she saw him there at 10:20 
p. m., and that she saw him flee the 
scene after the shooting. Instead she 
testified that McManus was NOT the 
man. There was no mistaking her 
feeling of hostility toward the prose- 
cution. 


Jimmy Meehan was expected to 
testify that Rothstein, before leaving 
Lindy’s, had turned a revolver over 
ta the witness. Meehan did testify 
to this, but Attorney Murray brought 
out now, for the first time, that Roth- 
stein had another gun on him—a 
snub-nosed .38 similar to the death 
weapon. 

Nate Raymond admitted on the 
stand that he had quarreled with A. 
R. several days before the shooting, 
but could not remember that he had 
He said that 
he and his wife had occupied a room 
on the seventh floor of the hotel all 
day and evening of November 4. His 
wife was ill, he said, and they didn’t 
go out until 12:30 a. m., when they 
went for a drive in Central Park. 
This was about two hours after the 
shooting. 

Ten days of this, and then, on 


December 5, Judge Nott directed the 
jury to bring in a verdict of not 
guilty. It had not been necessary to 
call any defense witnesses. McManus, 
his grin broader than ever, said he’d 
never doubted but what he would be 
exonerated, for he had been a good 
friend of Rothstein and had no rea- 
son for wishing him dead, or even 
harmed. 


As a matter of fact, McManus add- 
ed blandly, he was drinking an ice 
cream soda down in the hotel drug 
store at the precise time of the shoot- 
ing. 

Today, more than nine years after 
the crime, it is generally believed 
that the shooting of Rothstein was an 
accident. None of the players in the 
stud game had any motive for killing 
him. There may have been plenty of 
others with a motive—persons who 
owed him money, or persons who 
realized that they would lose their 
election bets—but there was never 
any evidence to substantiate any as- 
sassination theory of any kind. 


Had this been a hired killing, 
Arnold Rothstein never would have 
left the hotel alive. He would not 
have received that slanting wound in 
the groin, but would have been shot 
in the head, probably several times. 
Even if it had been an act done ina 
sudden rage, but with intent to kill, 
there certainly would have been more 
than one shot fired. (Although it’s 

ossible some one else in the room 
eaped on the assailant and got the 
gun.) 

The most widely accepted theory 
today is that Rothstein was summon- 
ed to the hotei to discuss some sort 
of settlement of his debts, and that 
McManus was the peacemaker of the 
conference. Rothstein did not have 
the cash to pay these obligations, and 
therefore pleaded for time, pointing 
out that he expected to make a kill- 
ing on the election. He may have 
suggested paying the debts with 
stocks, bonds or real estate. 


Then, the theory is, somebody be- 
came excited in the heat of the de- 
bate, and pulled a gun with the ine 
tention of frightening Rothstein. It 
might have been McManus, or it 
might have been somebody else, who 
knocked the gun down. Or it might 
have been Rothstein himself, who, 
rising in his chair, took hold of the 
weapon. At any rate, it exploded 
and he received that slanting wound 
as he apparently deaned across the 
table. 

George McManus dropped out of 
the news after the trial. With charac- 
teristic tact, he had no complaint to 
make against the authorities, al- 
though he probably believed, co 
with many others, that the police ha 
hoped, by putting the pressure on 
him, to make him tell what he knew 
about the shooting. 


The Rothstein case, he said, had 
taught him one lesson; in the future 
he would steer clear of card games, 
Since then he has become one of the 
leading horse-race bookies in town, 
with an A No. 1 reputation. If any- 
body in New York has minded his 
business, that man is George Mc- 
Manus. 


Less than a year after the Rohtstein 
trial, life struck him a cruel blow 
when his wife, Amanda McManus, 
was fatally injured by a skidding au- 
tomobile at Seventy-eighth street and 
West End avenue. McManus was ill 
in bed with the grippe, and she was 
returning from a drug store with 
medicine for him when she was hit. 
McManus left his bed at once, but 
collapse dwithin 50 feet of the scene, 


In March, and again in June, 1934, 
the police raided McManus’ heade- 
quarters at 51 Riverside Drive—he 
and his associates had been taking 
bets over eight telephones—but each 
time the charges were dismissed. The 
first time he was booked the grinning 
gambler said his name was John 
Brown, the second time he said it was

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HOW THE STRANGE REINCAR- 
NATION OF A LONG-DEAD SEA 
VULTURE BROUGHT MURDER 
AND A REIGN OF TERROR TO A 
GAY YACHTING PARTY BOUND 
FOR AN EARTHLY PARADISE

T MIGHT very well have been the ghost ot 

cruel Sir Henry Morgan, sea vulture of 250 

years ago, who came to life for a few wild 
hours the other day and seized “Mad Jack” Mor 
gan with that fierce desire to kill and. plunder 
off the lonely coast of Southern California. 

Horrifying events aboard the ill-fated pleasure 
yacht, Aafjie, picture Mad Jack as a veritahle 
reincarnation of that earlier murderous ‘Morgan, 
whose fiendish feats and lust for gold bloodied 
southern waters in colonial days. 

Mad Jack’s piracy was confined to one boat 
and one murder, but his crazed ruthlessness 
would have made him a worthy shipmate of Sir 
Henry had he lived in the day of his notorious 
namesake. 

Coldbloodedly, Mad Jack shot down the 
Aafjie’s skipper, Dwight L. Faulding, wealthy

hotel man and sportsman; triumphantly, 
he seized control of the vessel, cowing 
the two-man crew with his guns; and, 
boastfully, he told three terrified women 
passengers of his plan to seek a “Paradise 
Island” for himself and his self-styled 
“harem.” 

Mad Jack paralleled Sir Henry in more 
than name, and it takes no great stretch of im- 
agination to picture the Aafjie assassin flying the 
black flag and commanding a brutal band of 
buccaneers if the clock were turned back to the 
early 18th century 

Jack Morgan seemed to be imbued with old 
Sir Henry’s spirit when he leased Faulding’s boat 
for $60 for what appeared to be nothing more 
than an innocent two-day cruise. In fact, one of 
his triends told authorities that Mad Jack fancied 
himself a descendant of the old sea rover, while 
another said that the crazed killer used to boast 
that he would some day seize a boat at sea and 
sail away with it as Sir Henry might have done. 

' Sir Henry was, perhaps, the most brutal of the 
swashbucklers that terrorized the Spanish Main. 
His most daring exploit was the plundering of 
Panama. 

“Women were not too well used, except they 
would condescend unto the wicked demands of 
the pirates,” wrote John Esquemeling, one of 
Morgan's men. “As soon as any beautiful woman 
was brought in as a prisoner to Capt. Morgan, 
he used all the means he could, both of rigor and 
mildness, to bend her to his will and pleasure.” 

The modern Morgan was no_less ruthless. 
Pretty Elsie Berdan, aboard the Aafjie to nurse 
Mad Jack’s 17-year-old wife, who is an expectant 
mother, told authorities of a three-hour battle 


against the pirate’s advances after Faulding had 
been slain. 
“He told me to go below,” the attractive girl 
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Sails Again 


sobbed. “He followed me and told me to un- 
dress. I took off part of my clothes and fought 
him for three hours. He was so enraged that 
he hit me on the head with a gun, stunning me.” 

Like the pirates of old, Morgan got a mad joy 
out of the suffering of his victims. During his 
five-day reign over the little pleasure craft, Mad 
Jack kicked his young wife, beat Faulding’s 
fiancee, Mrs. Gertrude Turner, imprisoned her 
eight-year-old son in a gas-filled cabin until he 
was overcome, and withheld food and water from 
all. 

“He jammed the gun in my back and forced 
me to steer the boat tor hours although I was 
nearly dead trom terror and exhaustion,” pretty 
Miss Berdan said. 

The few times that he slept, Morgan forced 
his bride, the former Lillian Cassanova, who had 
been an honor student at an exclusive New 
Orleans’ girls’ school before she met up with him, 
to stand guard over the crew and passengers. 
She was afraid to turn the gun on him for fear 
that he was anly playing ‘possum and would leap 
up and beat her, as he had done many times before 

After the pillaging of Panama, old Sir Henry 
Sailed the seas tor several years until Charles 
Il appointed the murderous Morgan as lieutenant 
governor of Jamaica to remove him from the 
Main. But Morgan wasn't satisfied. He plotted to 
seize control of the island and set himself up ar 
a sort of “emperor.” 

Like Sir Henry, Mad Jack, too, wanted to have

an island paradise all his own. After slaughter- 
ing the Aafjie’s skipper, Mad Jack planned to 
roam the seas until he came upon a lonely island 
where he could live in peace and in full com- 
mand. But the two seamen on the yacht, George 
Sternak and Robert Horne, ended his reign of 
terror. They overpowered him and dumped him 
overboard after he had forced Horne at the point 
of a gun to weight Faulding’s body with the 250- 
pound anchor and drop it into the sea. Later, 
Sternak and Horne were held on charges of killing 
Morgan, but were subsequently freed. 

Mad Jack could have killed the two seamen 
when he did away with Faulding, but he needed 
their help in piloting the boat and his unwilling 
“harem” to his “dream” island. 

Tragedy and failure have always stalked the 
dreams of paradise islands. 

Take the case of Baroness Eloise de Bousquet 
von Wehrborn, who took up with the German

adventurer, Alfred Rudolph Lorenz, and 
set herself up as Empress of Floreana 
Island in the Galapagos. With a revolver 
strapped around her waist, she ruled the 
tropic isle in peace until one day the 
bleached bodies of Lorenz and a Norwe- 
gian sailor named Nuggurud were found 
on the beach of a neighboring island. 
Murder had come to “Paradise Island” and 
shattered its peace. 

There was still another Capt. Morgan in his- 
tory, who sought unsuccessfully to find an earthly 
paradise. This Capt. Morgan was commissioned 
by the Peruvian government in 1820 to load his 
ship with the riches of Lima and the daughters 
and wives of the prominent citizens and set out 
to sea until the danger of an tnvading Chilean 
army had passed. 

Two days after he dropped anchor off shore a 
furious storm came up and swept the ship out 
to sea. When the storm had abated, Morgan 
found himself near Cocos Island, a mere dot in 
the Pacific. He decided to bury his treasure there, 
return to Callao and, when all the danger had 
passed, come back to the little isle for the riches, 

But after the 300 bags of money. and orna- 
ments had been cached in three different spots, 
William Thompson, an officer, led a mutiny and 
murdered Capt. Morgan. In a fight over the 
women and the money, many of the mutineers 
were killed, the rest were executed by the Peru- 
vians. Thompson escaped, only to be the vic- 
tim, himself, a short time later, of the fury of 
other mutineers. 

The island became famed in fiction as Robert 
Louis Stevenson's “Treasure Island,” but Thomp- 
son's dream of living in “paradise” on it with his 
hoard of jewels and his “harem” of Peru's most 
beautiful women, was crushed.

While Sinclair Lewis was describ- 
ing the Sachem Falls, N. Y., home of 
Frederick William Cornplow, this de- 
partment was wondering where he 
had seen something similar—a trifle 
less rococo, to be sure. 

Well, we finally remembered where 
this house is. It’s in Bronxville, one 
of the centers of New York’s subur- 
bia. It’s occupied by the lecturer- 
novelist, Sinclair Lewis, and his wife, 
Dorothy Thompson, the lecturer-col- 
umnist. 

And this discovery helped to ex- 
plain something about the novel in 
which Frederick William Cornplow is 
the chief character — “The Prodigal 
Parents.” It is this: when Frederick 
William Cornplow is speaking there is 
a lot of pumped-up gusto in the 
prose. And whgn he stops speaking, 
there is still a lot of pumped-up gusto. 
In other words, all persons really 


speaking throughout are the protean 


Sinclair Lewis, and that’s that. 

“The Prodigal Parents” is (the 
jacket says) about “the revolt of*the 
parents against the revolt of youth.” 
These are both phrases which Stuart 
Chase would question in his latest 
role of the world expert. Neither 
means anything—there is no “revolt 
of youth.”*What the phrase possibly 
means is that certain boys and girls 

of the present and recent. past have 
’ (as always through his story) ob- 
jected to parental and other influ- 
ences; that certain parents have ob- 
jected to the objections and done 
various things to counter them. 

This material has been done in a 
thousand novels; it is standard liter- 
ary material and Mr. Lewis himself 
has said a lot about it in the past. 
The setting and the observations on 
business and small city social life are, 
for example, out of “Babbitt” and 
“Dodsworth.” Lewis is merely re- 
peating himself; a child can make 
a filling station and a castle out of 
the same set of blocks. Frederick 
William Cornplow is just a fine ol’ 
feller, and he just has a swell way 
fer handlin’ childrun. 

There is meaning in the book.

When the epportunity presents it- 
self to work the soil in your cutting 
garden, do not hesitate about plant- 
ing hardy annuals, even as late as 
February. While many of these 
should be. planted in October, they 
may still be planted at the present 
time. 

Today we want to give you some 
directions for planting flower seeds 
as these must be handled very cure=- 
fully or good results will not be ob- 
tained. 

Planting the Seed. 

Make the surface as fine and 
smooth as possible. Cover each kind 
of seed to a depth proportionate to 
its size: very small seeds, -like pe- 
tunias, should be merely sprinkled on 
the surface of the ground, and barely 
covered with finely-sifted mellow 
soil; press the soil down firmly over 
theaseeds with a brick or a short 
piece of board. For larger seeds the 
depth should be regulated according 
to the size of the seeds, those the 
size of a pinhead, 1-4 inch deep, and 
those the size of a pea, 3-4 of an inch 
or more. Get a piece of lath (it 
would be better if planed smooth) 


WHAT TO PLANT IN 
FEBRUARY. 


VEGETABLES: Any of the hardy 
vegetables may be planted this 
month, as soon as the ground is 
dry enough to work. This will 
include the following: 

ROOTS AND TUBERS: Aspara- 
gus roots, horseradish roots, 
rhubarb roots, artichokes and 
Irish potatoes, 

SEEDS: Turnips, purple top globe, 
Swiss chard, beets, cabbages, 
Brussels sprouts, carrots, Eng- 
lish peas, kale, rape, spinach, 
rutabagas, Kohl rabi, lettuce, 
mustard, onions, parsley, Pe Tsai 
(Chinese cabbage), radish, sal- 
sify and cress. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: Cabbage 
and Bermuda onion plants may 
be set out. 

COLD FRAME PLANTING: This 
may be continuous as in Jan- 
uary. 

FRUITS AND BERRIES: Apples, 
figs, peaches, plums, apricots, 
pears, persimmons, pecans, 
blackberries, dewberries, rasp- 
berries and strawberries. 

ROSES: Plant the two-year-old 
roses this month for blooms this 
year. 

FLOWERS: Sweet peas may be 
planted. Use only the Spencer 
type and plant them in named 
varieties. All kinds of peren- 
nial plants may be transplanted 
at this time, including pansies, 
aquilegia, Canterbury bells, hol- 
Ivhocks, English and _= shasta 
daisies, foxgloves, Oriental pop- 
pies. It isn’t too late'to plant 
larkspur seed and bachelor but- 
tons from seed. 

SHRUBBERY: Plant all kinds of 
evergreens, conifers, flowering 
shrubs and fertilize your old 
shrubbery.

about two feet long, press the edge 
down into the soil evenly, so as to 
makg a groove as deep as the seed is 
to be planted, scatter the seed along 
this, allowing 4 or 5 of the larger to 
15 or 20-of the smaller seeds to the 
space one plant is to occupy when 
grown. Cover the seeds by pressing; 
turn your lath flatwise and press the 
soil down firmly. On light, sandy 
soils flower seeds should be covered 
twice the depth that they should be 
in stiff or heavy clay pots. 


Sowing in Boxes, 


Many flowers will stand trans- 
planting. Many of them grow better 


for having been transplanted. In. 


sections liable to late spring frosts or 
where drouth comes in spring, it is 
advisable to sow seeds in shallow 
boxes which can be placed in a warm, 
sunny window or on a porch, This 
is always advisable with the expen- 
sive seeds and those of a tropical na- 
ture, such as coleus, salvia, etc. These 
need a warm soil to start the seeds. 
Sow the same as in open ground, and 
keep the soil moist, but not soaking 
wet. If surface of soil shows ten- 
dency to cake’ or crust sprinkle peat 
moss lightly over the surface. Small 
seeds cannot force their way through 
a crusted surface. As soon as plants 
reach a height of 2 to 3 inches they 
may be transplanted, taking as much 
earth as possible with each plant, so 
as not to disturb the roots more than 
necessary. 
Drainage. 

Almost all flowers thrive best in 
well drained beds that do not hold 
excess moisture to sour the plant 
roots. Dig out the beds 18 to 30 
inches deep to penetrate the subsoil 
so water can pass quickly through 
after heavy rains. Fill in with rich 
mellow loamy soil as this retains the 
right amount of moisture for the 
plants’ needs, 

The Soil. 

A mellow loam, which is a medium 
earth between the extremes of clay 
and sand, enriched by a compost of 
old manure and leaf mold, is adapted 
to the generality of flowering plants. 
Previous t6 planting flower beds or 
borders care must be taken that they 
are so arranged that the ground is a 
little elevated in the middle, allowing 
the water to run off, this also show- 
ing off the plants to better advantage.

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WHAT TO DO IN FEBRUARY, 

MULCHING: February is a good 
month for all kinds of mulch- 
ing. The rose bed, perennial 
garden and shrubbery border 
should be protected. The best 
material for this mulching is a 
mixture of sheep manure, peat 
moss and woods earth: one bale 
of peat moss, 100 pounds of 
sheep manure and one wheel- 
barrow of woods earth. 

FERTILIZER: It is also time to 
fertilize the lawn with a light 
application of some good fer- 
tilizer, such as bone meal or 
sheep manure, These two fer- 
tilizers are much to be preferred 
over the highly concentrated 
ones at this season of the year, 
Use raw bone meal for bulbs 
and perennials, 

PRUNING: Take the tall stems 
out of hybrid perpetual roses as 
well as the dead wood. Wait 
until next month to de the final 
pruning of rose bushes. Remove 
the dead wood from all shrub- 
bery and evergreens and give 
the fruit trees a good pruning. 

SPRAYING: Now that fruit trees 
are dormant be sure to give 
them a good, thorough spraying 
with scalecide, and for peach 
trees use dry lime sulphur, 


very compact, spreading ground 
cover. 

Little Gem: Four to six inches 
tall, compact growth. 

Arctotis. 

African Daisies: Appearing like 
refined and colored shasta daisies 
and about the same size, these two- 
foot branching plants with dandy 
cutting flowers are summer bloom- 
ers. 

Grand Eschscholtzia—California 

Poppy. 

Twelve-inch state flower of Cali- 
fornia chosen because of its brilliant 
display and wonderful growth. Also 
called gold cups. Brilliant hardy an- 
nual, makes very showy borders and 
beds and also pretty cut flowers 
when cut in the bud stage. Plants 
bloom profusely over long season in 
any sunny location. The foliage is 
finely cut and blue-green in color, 
while the flowers are very shiny or 
satiny. Scatter seed thinly over the 
surface and rake in very lightly, 
where the plants are to stand. 

Larkspur. 


Delightful, extremely hardy and 
we all: want larkspur in our gardens, 
Erect branching plants with long, 
wiry spikes crowded. with bloom 
during spring... They are at home 
most anywhere: for tall beds in the 
border and for cut-flowers they are 
supreme. For fine double flowers 
buy fresh, selected seeds each year, 
saved from double flowers. Seeds 
germinate much better if frozen a 
few days in refrigerator before plant- 
ing. Sow early, scatter seed lightly, 
and thin to a foot apart. Two and 
one-half to five feet tall. 


Giant imperial type—four feet tall: 
Newest type, base branching, tall 
Jarkspurs with” giant flowers and 
spikes on uniformly longest stems for 
cutting—the florists’ delight, Finest 
type for everybody. 

Poppies. 

These well-known flowers are ex- 
tremely in favor all over America 
and in Europe as well. They just 
naturally do well and bloom pro- 
fusely in the south. The single and 
double varieties are equally desirable 
for beds, masses and borders. The 
flowers are noted for their large size, 
delicacy of tissue and their wide 
range of bright, dazzling colors, 

There are many types of these 
flowers that should be planted. The 
two double flowering types are car- 
nation flowered and peony flowered, 
The peony flowered is the same as 
Carnation type, except the petals are 
not framed. In other words, the 
peony type is a little more severe in 
appearance than the carnation type 
but similar, as the name indicates, to 
the peony. Of the singles the Shiricy 
and double Shirley are both very at- 
tractive. Iceland poppies and Orien- 
tule poppies are both perennials and 
should be planted in August, and 
not at this time,

Questions, Answers ) 


On Garden Subjects

Question: Tell me what to do to 
lilies-of-the-valley to make them 
bloom? 

Answer: Feed them. They look so 
dainty and fragile, but they require 
much food, During winter we put 
two or three inches of. manure on 


their bed. This should be well de- 
cayed. The flowers will be larger 
and the stems longer for this treate 
ment. 

Question: What is the name of the 
berried shrub that I have seen fas- 
tened to the side of the house? 

Answer: I rather think it ig 
Pyracantha lalandi. This tall, orange 
berried variety, with fastening and 
pruning can be grown flat against 
the side of your house. It is very ef- 
fective, 

Question: I am having trouble with 
my boxwood. Branches die out for 
no apparent réason. What can I do? 

Answer: I have heard a great deal 
of complaint about boxwood during 
the last few years. Few authorities 
seem to know what to do for it. I 
have not had any experience with it 
myself, but I have heard that a lime- 
sulphur spray during the winter will 
help. Use one tablespoonful to three 
gallons of water. Repeat about three 


times. Always cut out all diseased: 


wood. 

Question: Can I move a climbing 
rose at this time? ‘ 

Answer: In order to move it suc- 
cessfully it will need to be cut back. 
This will destroy most of the bloom- 
ing wood for this year. However, it 
is much better to move it now than 
to wait until after it blooms. At that 
time .you will have to bé careful to 
keep it watered for several weeks, in 
fact at any dry spell of weather dur- 
ing the summer. 

Question: Do you think it is too 
arly to cultivate soil for planting 
annual seed? 

Answer: No, indeed. The earlier 
soil is prepared in the fall, the better 
it will be the following spring. I 
would use any time when it is not 
too soaking wet to work it thorough- 
ly, adding well-decayed manure and 
leaf mold. If the manure is not 
available you can use superphosphate 
worked into the soil.

Today he is living in a luxurious 
apartment on upper Park Avenue— 
and he is once more a very happily 
married man, as well as an exceed- 
ingly proud father. He and his very 
pretty second wife, Margaret, a form- 
er model, were married on October 
19, 1936, in a small Catholic church 
on Seventy-first street. Their child, 
Mary Ann, is now five months old. 

“I wanted a little girl,” he says, 
flashing that sabre-toothed smile, 
“and I got my wish.” 

Now 55. and looking much the 
same as he did in ’29, McManus cer- 
tainly seems to.be in the chips. His 
enormous living room, overlooking 
the avenue, is filled with period fur- 
niture and expensive bric-a-brac. 
‘And when he lights a cigar, you smell 
Corona. 

He calls himself a “horse commis- 
sioner.” He told his visitor from a 
newspaper that he has “a small, re- 
served, modest business” in an office 
on West Seventy-second street. “It’s 
legitimate, you know,” he added, “I 
handle commisisons of horses.” He 
was planning to take off for Florida 
within a few days, along with Mar- 
garet and Mary Ann. The missus, 
he says, goes wherever he goes. 

“I’m_ strictly a family man,” he 
beamed. ‘‘My ambition is to raise a 
nice family. I like life in a modest 
way. I just want to be content and 
happy, like I am now. I’ve had a 
pretty tough life, and I just want to 
be quiet now—and be papa to a 
couple of boys and girls. Sure, the 
missus feels the same way.” 

Asked about his phlegmatic dis- 
position when gambling, he said: 

“It’s true I never threw cards in 
the air, and never got excited. They 
say I have suppressed emotions. Well, 
I wish to hell I had cut loose with 
a couple when things went wrong. 
Instead I kept it all in. That’s not 
so good for you, you know. But 
don’t get me wrong—lI think fellows 
who give vent to their feelings, are 
just as good sports as I am.” 

As for the Rothstein case— 

“I’ve forgotten everything com- 
pletely. Naturally, the notoriety 
didn’t help me at all. Any time I 
went any place, I’d see people point- 
ing me out, and saying ‘That’s George 
McManus of the Rothstein case.’

“I haven't 
been to the races more than three or 
four times since I was married,” he 
told the reporter. 

As we have said, McManus’ rep- 
utation hereabouts is tops. He never 
associates with unsavory underworld 
characters, and apparently hasn’‘t an 
enemy in the world. As for his 
friends, he says, “I still. have all my 
friends. I could never get high-hat.”

His advice to the ‘young is as fol- 
lows:

The chief tragic figure of the Roth- 
stein case, the widow, has not fared 
well at all. 

Mrs. Rothstein remarried in May, 
1929. Her second husband was Bob- 
by Behar, an Englishman 15 years 
her junior. They separated by mu- 
tual agreement two years later in 
London. Today .she is living in a 
small, inexpensive hotel, in the West 
Fifties, within a’stone’s throw of the 
spot where her husband was shot. 

She is broke, and looking for a job. 
As she received nothing from the 
Rothstein estate except $12,000 the 
first year, she has been forced to sell 
her jewelry in. order to live. 

One would not recognize her as th 
woman who was widowed in Novem- 
ber, 1928. She is slimmer, hard lines 
crease her face, and her hair is now 
definitely gray. (She explained that 


it sairtee Seagerrid when she was 22.) 
Dur a recent interview she be- 


gan to weep soon after the tragedy 
Was mentioned, In her modest biack 


woolen dress, she looked like a widow 
on the witness stand. The two pearl 
rings she had on were synthetic, she 
said. Her fingers twitched nervously 
as she talked. Her accent at times 
bordered on the British. 

Perhaps unconsciously quoting 
lines from her book, “Now I'll Tell,” 
which was published in 1934, she 
launched at once into a defense of 
her man, 

“It’s very easy after a man is 
dead,” she began, “to destroy his 
character. After all, there is no one 
left but me to defend him. They call- 
ed him a racketeer—and I’m quite 
sure that if he were alive they 
wouldn’t have done it. If a man is 
a legitimate agent for an insurance 
company and a property owner, he 
isn’t a racketeer, is he” 

With that she began to weep. The 
reporter assured her he’ wasn't after 
that type of story. He mentioned Mr. 
Behar, and asked what had hap- 
pened. 

“Oh must we bring him in?” she 
said, disinterestedly. “You know 
we're. separated now. . I—well—we 
separated by mutual agreement. We 
just couldn’t make a go of it, We 
disagreed.” 

She toured Europe with Behar, 
lived for a time in London, then came 
to America with him in 1930. They 
went back to London—and presently 
she returned alone to this country,

Since then she has been living 
quietly, always in hopes that the 
Rothstein estate (estimated after his 
death at close to a million), would 
soon be liquidated. She says that, 
after the Wall Street crash, the es- 
tate was reduced simply tu a 35-acre 
tract of land in Juniper, L. I., and a 
few stocks and bonds. She doesn’t 
think her share will net as much as 
$5,000. 

“There is nothing left for the cred- 
itors,”’ she told her visitor. 

Supposed to receive 50 per cent of 
the income from the estate, the resi- 
due to go to charity, she was granted 
an income of $18,000 a year, but man- 
aged to get only $12,000 the first 
year, and nothing since. “I can’t un- 
derstand why the estate has never 
been settled,” she added. 

Once, she said, she lived in Europe 
three or four months of the year; 
now she is looking for a job—‘some- 
thing like a confidential secretary.” 

“I'm certainly not going to take a 
job in a shop where I'd be an object 
of curiosity. I’m not a marked wom- 
an. All the years I was married to 
Arnold I was shielded and protected. 
I wasn’t marked on Broadway. No 
one knew me outside of a few special 
friends.” 

As for Inez Norton, she had been 
“merely an incident in Arnold’s life.” 

“It was distinctly Broadway for 
Arnold to do that,’ she explained. 
“All men have such incidents. I 
wasn't bothered by it at all. I al- 
ways lived quietly—always out of the 
limelight. I was entirely apart from 
the night life of the city.” 

Her advice to girls: 

“Marry some nice boy in a legit- 
imate business. Have a family and 
live for a family. Money isn’t im- 
portant. It’s building for the future 
that counts.” 

“Tl always wanted a family,” she 
said, the tears again springing into 
her eyes. “If I could start all over 
again l’'d want to live In a small town 
and live quietly and peacefully. 

“I did not marry Bobby Behar to 
forget everything else. I married 
him feeling that I had found what I 
wanted in life—and even there I was 
disappointed. There was a void 
there. He and I simply didn't see 
eve-to-eye—and here I am.”

Inez Norton, the blonde mistress 
who was with Rothstein shortly be- 
fore the shooting, remained in the 
public eve for two years after the 
crime. She battled in court for Roth- 
stein’s $20,000 life insurance and for 
a share in the estate. She won the 
suit for the life insurance and was 
said to have settled the will contest, 
allegediy for $50,000. 

We lyst a few chronological items: 

December, 1933—She tried to get 
into the movies under the name Ar- 


Jene Atherton, but failed. 


April, 1934—-Announced she would 
marry “a prominent New York at- 
torney.” Name not disclosed, 

June, 1934—Said she would play 


the lead in a new show to be pro- 
duced in New York. (She didn't.) 
Her marriage plans were, at the mo- 
ment, “in abeyance.” 

September, 1935—Said she would 
wed Thomas C. Neal Jr., 24, of Chi- 
cago, heir to $800,000. His dad later 
had a talk with Thomas Jr., who de- 
cided to call it off until he was “able 
to get along in the world.” 

August, 1936—Said° she would 
adopt her niece’s baby. “You know, 
you go half nuts when you get at- 
tached to them,” she explained in her 
swanky E. Fifty-seventh street apart- 
ment. The minute my niece gets her 
divorce I’m going to adopt her baby, 
who is two, because I’m better fixed 
financially.” (Apparently this plan 
fell through, too.) 

Today she still lives in the E. Fifty- 
seventh street apartment, and still 
seems nicely fixed financially. As 
this is written, she is enjoying a Pan- 
ama cruise with her 10-year-old son 
by an early marriage. 

Nate Raymond, the big “winner” 
in the stud game, isn’t around town 
any more, nor is Meyer Boston. Nate 
is now in Dannémora finishing a 
five-year term for forgery, and Bos- 
ton is ill in an upstate sanitarium. 
Meyer’s brother, Sam, is and has 
been for years one of the town’s big- 
gest layers of odds, specializing in 
hockey wagers. 

Jimmy Meehan, host at the card 
game, is also not very active at the 
moment. 

In 1932 Jimmy served six months 
in jail after pleading guilty to a 


charge of cruelty to animals—he had _ 


been placing sponges in the nostrils 
of race horses, a trick which dis- 
courages horses from doing their 
best. Recently he seems to have done 
poorly, for late last month he was 
arrested on a charge of first degree 
robbery and lodged in the Tombs. 

According to the police, Meehan 
and an unidentified companion set 
upon Mrs. Diana Lanzetta, sister-in- 
law of the congressman, in the Hotgl 
Ansonia, and stole a $550 ring and 
$50 in cash. 

Quite a. come-down from being 
host at that big-shot card game. 

Hyman Biller, who was indicted 
with McManus and never tried, stul 
works for gamblers, following the 
race meets winter and summer. At 
the moment he is employed in a 
Florida gambling house, sometimes 
running the crap table, sometimes 
the card table. He never operates 
on his own. 

Tough Willie McCabe, who had 
such a nice alibi in the Rothstein 
case, next appeared in the news in 
August, 1931, when he got himself 
carved up in a melee at Sixty-One 
Club. His companion at the time was 
Hilda Ferguson, ex-Follies girl who 
once roomed with Dot King, mur- 
dered Broadway butterfly. 

Subsequently, Willie was question- 
ed in the murder of Vannie Higgins, 
Brooklyn beer baron; the strange 
death of Mrs. Jack Diamond, widow 
of Legs Diamond; and, just last 
March, in the assassination of John 
(Shirts) Spellman, a policy racket 
collector. Spellman was shot down 
in a Flatbush avenue restaurant 
about an hour after he and Willie 
had what the police described as a 
“heated argument.” 

In July, 1937, he was one of sev- 
eral charged with beating up and 
intimidating bookies in Flatbush. 
However, none dared to identify this 
formidable fellow. 

McCabe, a resident of Brooklyn, 
says that nowadays he is a “decora- 
tor of bars and grills. ” He hangs 
out at a bar and grill on Flatbush 
avenue, which he is reputed to own, 

His. reformatory number is E 4118.

Bridget Farry, the obstreperous 
chambermaid who proved such a dis- 
appointment to the prosecution in the 
trial, is still going strong, you'll be 
giad to hear. 

After the trial she refused to ac- 
cept the customary two dollars a day 
for the 134 days she was detained as 
a material witness. She wanted three 
dollars per day. In June, 1930, stock- 
ingless in the sizzhng heat, and wear- 
ing a long tan coat with a fur collar, 
she picketed city hall, carrying a 
placard. | She demanded that three 
dollars per, as well as a job. 

Finally, the city authorities, prob- 
ably in desperation, capitulated to 
Bridget. and on December & 1930, 
she received a check for $402. 

In February, 1931, she applied for 


a license as a blood donor—she’s un- 
doubtedly always had plenty to spare 
—and in November of that year she 
became the bride of James Walsh, 
47, one-time reporter in Ireland and 
New Orleans. 


On October 15, 1936, they were 
living at 307 East Seventy-first street, 
when a bit of a brawl brought the 
cops. Patrick Glynn, who lived in 
the asme house, complained that 
Walsh had treated him roughly in 
his cups. Bridget asked Magistrate 
Louis B. Brodsky to toss Jim in the 
lockup so he could sober up and have 
his teeth fixed. 


But Jim drew himself up indig- 
nantly asserted there was no need of 
this—and the court called off a 2l- 
day sentence. 


Today the former chambermaid is 
selling Father Coughlin’s “Social 
Justice” paper and the Brooklyn 
Tablet—earning very little a day of 
course—in front of the old Pulitizer 
building on Park Row. She and 
Walsh are now living in a four-room 
railroad flat on Second avenue. They 
have no children. 


“We don’t want them,” Walsh told 
a reporter, “Why bring more poor 
souls into this world only to suffer?” 

Bridget, however, indicated that it 
wasn’t a mater of birth control. 

Home relief amounting to $13 
every two weeks, supplements Brid- 
get’s earnings, which run to about 
$3.50 a week. Walsh assists her dur- 
ing the warmer months by orating 
from a soap box on social justice 
While she peddles her papers. 

“We could be worse off,” says this 
indomitable female, “Supposing the 
country goes to war, then we'll have 
something to complain about.” 

Her real vocation is cooking. Be- 
fore her job at the Park Central, says 
Bridget, she worked as co®k for some 
of our best families. The Rothstein 
publicity robbed her of her regular 
means of livelihood, byt she’s not 
complaining. 

“They tried to frame McManus,” 
she told the reporters. “I'll take my 
solemn oath that the shooting wasn‘t 
even committed in the hotel. Some 
cops had a grudge against McManus‘ 
brother, Steve, and that’s why they 
tried to frame him.”

Mrs. Walsh was wearing an old 
coat many sizes too small, with large 
safety pins straining to keep it to- 
gether in front.
